Water  Siipplios  • 

I>Jiring  ttie  year  the  water  fron  both  the  Hay 
Coimion  and  the  Llangwathun  supplies  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality, The  Hay  Coi.-iioon  supply  is  treated  by  sand  filtration  and 
is  chlorinated. 

The  quantity,, as  in  previous  years, has  been 
inadequate  to  naintain  a full  supply  throughout  the  y err, The 
position  diiring  1944  v;as  acute  ov/ing  to  the  tliree  previous  dry 
years  and  it  was  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  to  consunors 
fron.  the  25rd.  I.Iay  to  15th  October. At  throe  stages  of  the 
restrictions  the  position  v/as  so  acute  that  the  National  Piro 
Service  was  called  in  to  augment  the  supply  by  pur-Tping  from  a 
noaihy  source. 

The  supply  is  piped  and  the  results  of  a 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  showed  the  water  to  bo 
of  good  organic  purity  and  free  from  pollution. 

The  water  has  no  plunbo- solvent  action. 

Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  householders  ore 
supplied  direct  from  tho  public  mains  and  tho  remainder  from 
standpipes , 

Tho  provision  of  an  adequate  water  supi^ly  for 
the  district  therefore  remains  urgent.
